History of Red Cross Seals 


Christmas Seals date 
origin to “charity 
stamps,” first used for the soldiers’ 
relief fund; in Boston in 1862, during 
the Civil War. ‘After the war, this 
method of raising money was dis- 
continued in this country for a gene- 
ration, although it found vogue in 
Portugal, Switzerland, Austria, Den- 
mark, France, Spain, Norway, Swe- 
den, Russia and other European 
countries.. There are now several 
hundred different types of charity 
stamps used in all parts of the world, 
as many as forty being used in 
Austria for children’s hospitals alone. 


Stamps or seals were first used to 
get money for the anti-tuberculosis 
crusade in Nonway and Sweden in 
1904. After being used in these coun- 
tries for three years, as a direct re- 
sult of the interest of JacoBb<Riis in 
this movement, the Deleware Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association, headed by 
Miss Emily P. Bissell, and the Red 
Cross Society of Delaware, combined 
in issuing a Tuberculosis Stamp. So 
successful was this campaign that 
nearly $3000 was realized, and the 
next year, in 1908, the American Red 
Cross was induced to issue a Nation- 
al Red Cross. Tuberculosis Stamp. 
From this sale $135,000 was realized, 


that amount being almost doubled in 


1909. ‘Last year for-the first time, the 
sale was organized on a comprehen- 
sive basis, taking in all parts of the 
United States, and $310,000 ‘ worth 
were sold. In 1911, the slogan for 
the campaign is, “A Million for Tu- 
berculosis from Red Cross Seals.” 


Andover Woman in California 


The following extract from a pri- 
vate letter‘comes from the pen of 
Mrs. Catoline A. Phelps, a_ well- 
known resident of Andover, who has 
been spending several months in 
California, principally at Pasadena 
and Long Beach. The letter was 
written at the latter place and gives 
interesting glimpses of some of the 
pleasant experiences Mrs. Phelps has 
met with. 

“Long Beach is not only attract- 
ive for its even climate, but for its 
fine water advantages as well, as it 
has a fine harbor. Theé~Pacific_coast 
fleet came here for a week’s stay, and 
while they were here it was a gala 
time I can assure you, There were 
thousands of people who came here 
to see the warships and go onboard. 
Among the pleasant occurrences was 
a reception-banquet given to Ad- 
mirz| ‘Thomas and his officers at the 
Hotel Virginia. This thotel is con- 
sidered the finest on the coast. It 
was a swell affair, I can tell you, 
the upper tens from far and near be- 
ing present. To my surprise I was 
honored with an invitation—and of 
course I went. I ‘had the pleasure of 
meeting the Admiral, his wife, and 
some of the officers. His wife was a 
very sweet, unassuming woman, and 
he is a fine-looking man as_ one 
would expect a naval commander to 
be. After the banquet there was a 
ball, and I thought I’d see some of 
that too. 

“The Admiral and his wife led the 
grand march. The reason that I 
mention this is because in the march 
was an old lady eighty-three years 
old—her hair white as snow. Her 
name, which made her of interest to 
me, was ‘Abbott, and she came from 
New York. I was introduced to her 
and told ther ther name was_ very 
familiar to me as there were so many 
Abbotts in my home town.”

The present high prices on most commodities mark a condition that is 
attributed by some to tariff reforms, by some to trade manipulation, and by others 
to the dearth of natural products. We believe that while each of these three 
elements have their influence in the case, none of them have been so potent a 
factor as our passive submission.

Good for Governor’s Council 


We are writing without any know- 
ledge of the situation involved in the 
rejection by the Council of ‘Mr. 
Spaulding for Prison Commissioner 
of (Massachusetts. The writer be- 
lieves that he has some knowledge, 
thowever, of the necessary qualifica- 
tions for efficient service as Railroad 
Commissioner of Massachusetts, and 
the rejection by the Council of Pro- 
fessor Droppers, who has been nom- 
inated by the Governor for this im- 
portant position, seems wise and 
patriotic. 

Whenever the Governor acts, and 
his actions are confirmed by the 
Council, the public is at once prompt 
to divide the responsibility between 
the Governor and his Council. As 
an illustration of this situation, we 
may properly refer to the many“par- 
dons granted by the Governor in his 
first year as Chief Executive. The 
entire question of whether he was 
right or wrong, from a partisan poli- 
tical standpoint, was-impossible to 
discuss, because in every case, as the 
Democratic press delighted to an- 
nounce, his recommendation for a 
pardon was approved by the Executive 
Council, If this is the proper func- 
tion for the Council to exercise in 
one case where the Governor needs 
the protection of the Council for his 
official acts, it is just as proper and 
fitting in the other case where the 
Council insists upon its own -way in 
disapproving of his acts. Such argu- 


that has arisen between the Governor 
and his Council. , 

Returning to the question of the 
Railroad Commissioner, there isn’t 
any criticism that can be made of the 
present holder of that position. He 
has been one of the big men having 
to do with the railroad regulation 
problems for many years. He has 
grown in the position, and no where 
in the nation can there be found a 
man ranking higher in his knowledge 
of regulation of monopoly than does 
Clinton White. The Governor pro- 
poses to replace him with a theorist, 
pure and simple. It isn’t at all sur- 
prising that the college professor 
Governor of New Jersey should be 
enthusiastic, with all the reformers 
the country over, and that all such 
men should-consider-Professor-Drop- 
pers ideal for this work. They them- 
selves are of the theoretical type who 
study every public problem through 
professional glasses and according to 
the directions of technical treatises. 
There is altogether too much of this 
sort of attempt to regulate and con- 
trol public affairs at the present time. 
It is an attempt that has succeeded 
in making nine tenths of the business 
men of the country halt and distrust 
every plan they may have for devel- 
opment and improvement. They dare 
not go ahead with a single scheme of 
growth such as they shave been used 
to work out in the past years, for 
none of them has any assurance that 
his entire’ business will not come 
under some sort of theoretical con- 
trol and government investigation at 
any moment. 

The ‘Massachusetts railroad situa- 
tion has thus far been directed and 
controlled efficiently. Every cheap 
promoter has not succeeded in get- 
ting his plan approved. Franchise 
grabbers have found that their suc- 
cess in influencing municipal govern- 
ments to help out their plans of pro- 
moting some hodge-podge railroad 
scheme for personal profit, has had a 
pretty serious obstacle in the path of 
finding a success, in the shape of the 
conservative, square-toed, absolutely 
reliable Railroad Commission of 
Massachusetts. The Governor’s Coun- 
cil does well to keep it along these 
same lines, and unless some man of 
equal business capacity and clear, 
sound judgment, such as is possessed 
by t..e present chairman, is named 
for this place, we hope it «vill resist 
any attempt to oust him from this 
position. 


Editorial Cinders 


The death of Charles C. Clough 
will bring a deal of regret to a wide 
circle of friends whom he has made 
here in Andover during his recent 
stay, as well as during his term at 
Phillips Academy. Mr. Clough was 
a young man of most engaging per- 
sonality, whose illness had kept him 
from eagaging in any positive work, 
but he was never idle and it was easy 
for him to find a place in the life of 
Phillips Academy through which he 
succeeded in making of himself an 
almost indispensable aid to many 
good things that the Academy want- 
ed to do.

Miss Lincoln Writes of Early Plans 
and Results, and Replies to 
Recent Comment 


My dear Mr. Cole: 

I am sorry that you called 
attention to the smallness of the 
attendance at the A. V. I. S. annual 
meeting, for I fear it will give the 
impression to many that the society 
is dead, or at least dying, when the 
very opposite is ‘the case. A variety 
of circumstances contributed to pre- 
vent even a majority of the directors 
from attending: in several cases it 
was illness; but I am sure it was im- 
pressed upon those who were there 
that some change in the policy of 
conducting the -annual meetings 
would be necessary to maintain the 
dignity of the society. 

Let me give some accounts of the 
earlier meetings, that you may see 
that a big meeting does not neces- 
sarily mean a more flourishing so- 
ciety. In the earlier years of our 
organization it seemed necessary to 
advertise the society and its possi- 
bilities, and during the first few years 
I think this method brought in new 
recruits. \Now when magazines and 
newspapers teem with suggestions 
and accounts of what has been done 
in other places, and a constantly trav- 
eling public sees these achievements, 
the necessity of public education 
along such lines is greatly lessened. 
Personally, I believe that the ideal 
annual meeting is one where, after 
the preliminary business, two or three 
short talks upon, some subject re- 
lated to our work are given, and then 
the meeting becomes an “Open 
Forum,” and suggestions are given 
or criticisms made by. anyone who 
has an idea to contribute, closing 
perhaps with the serving of tea or 
cocoa, which always seems to loosen 
tongues, and a social half-hour) This 
was tried once many years ago; we 
enjoyed it, but I am not aware that 
it brought us a single new member. 

When Mr. Chase and Mr. Palmer 
showed us their beautiful stereopti- 
con pictures, we packed Punchard 
Hall, but the majority of the, audi- 
ence were Obviously relieved whe 
the preliminaries were over and the 
pictures which they came to see were 
given. 

At another time wwe had Mr. -Walter 


E. . Sargent, State Supervisor of 
Drawing, who -lectured on “Civic 
Beauty,” illustrating it with many 


beautiful lantern slides. I could not 
swear to the exact number, but I 
think he had an audience of about 75, 
many of whom expressed ‘their regret 
that such a lecture, by such a speaker, 
should. be so poorly attended. But 
the climax was when Mr. Joseph 
Lee, a member of the School Board 
of the city of Boston, came—a man 
of whom the Boston Herald said re- 
cently in an editorial, “Joseph Lee is 
one of those rare citizens who have 
constantly before them a vision of 
the millenium toward which they are 


striving,-and~yet who are not dis= 


couraged or even unduly impatient 
when it seems slow in arriving. He 


combines to a unique degree, im- 
agination, generosity, and _ public 
spirit. The purposes of education, 


the influences whith will bring out 
the best in the 100,000 children com- 
mitted to his care, are far dearer to 
him than any selfish possession is 
to most men.... He thas hitched 
his wagon to a star, etc., etc.” To 
greet this noted civic leader, we had 
an audience of just I9 persons, in- 
cluding the janitor and a small boy. 

All these lectures. were well ad- 
vertised, so it was the natural infer- 
ence that, Andover people do not 
care for such entertainment. All 
cost the society money, and, as far 
as the books of the treasurer would 
reveal, brought in no financial re- 
turns. 

We have now 165 members classed 
as “Life,” “Sustaining” and ‘Annual; 
the number varies very slightly from 
year to year. They include our “best 
citizens,” those ‘who feel a pride in 
the town and are glad to contribute 
to its welfare. What we might ac- 
complish were all who commend the 
society and its jwork to join forces 
with us, we can only dream. 

The’ possibilities of improvement 
in so many ways make us long to be 
able to carry out some of these 


dreams. 


‘At Memorial Hall thousands could 
be used to advantage in furnishing a 
more accessible art gallery, children’s 
room, etc., etc. 

iA “river path” or parkway between 
the manufacturing villages at least, 
would bring joy ‘to hundreds of 
workers, and because of this would 
be one of the best investments. 

We could have lectures, travelling 
loan exhibits, and perhaps a yearly 
loan exhibit of the modern art treas- 
ures of Andover’s homes. The in- 
terest shown in the Historical soci- 
ety’s exhibit shows that such would 
be feasible. The school grounds 
should be improved by the planting 
of shrubs and perennial gardens. A 
“rest room” should be provided at 
the centre of the town for women 
who come to town for the day and 
need some place to wait in. Indian 
Ridge néeds help because of the moth 
invasion; and, I-hesitate to say it, 
but I still think that a stone band- 
stand located at Elm Square would 
be ideal; standing there like a great 
stone crown, a useful and beautiful 
object. Nor would I have it upon 
“land of which the ownership is dis- 
puted,” such would be a most foolish 
move; but the title of the land 
(which without doubt rests with the 
town) fully established, the plot 
should be! made a breathing-spot for 
its residents. 

The placing of a band-stand on the 
common, as has been suggested, 
seems to me unwise, and if carried 
out, a single night’s occupancy would 
result in a devastated park. Shrubs 
would be broken and grass land in- 
jured beyond repair during that sea- 
son. The location at Elm Square, at 
the junction of six radiating streets,

OBITUARIES 


MARY FRANCES NOYES 


‘Mrs. ‘(Mary Frances Noyes, widow 
of Alfred Noyes, died November 9, 
at her home in Andover, after an ill- 
ness of many months. 

‘Mrs, Noyes was born in Andover, 
March 16, 1840. Her parents were 
John Lovejoy and \Mary Chickering, 
both of Andover. They removed to 
Lowell when their daughter was three 
years old and she was educated in 
the public schools of that city. Im- 
mediately after her graduation she 
was sought as a promising teacher. 
She fulfilled her promise and became 
an enthusiastic member of the pro- 
fession. Exacting and firm in dis- 
cipline, she was sympathetic, appre- 
ciative, tactful—the ideal teacher, and 
is still held in grateful remembrance 
by former pupils. After only six 
years, a severe throat trouble obliged 
her to give up the work she loved so 
well. 

For some years she lived in Tewks- 
bury. In 1867 she was married to 
Alfred Noyes of Andover, and her 
home has been in this town for the 
past thirty-five years. In 1890, she 
was left a widow with one’ son. 

The later years have brought her 
heavy responsibilities—too heavy it 
seemed for her small strength, but 
she was a'woman of strong character 
and broad capabilities, and during 
the long illness of both her parents, 
and the blindness that made. still 
more helpless the last years of her 
father’s life, she met each day’s de- 
mands*’ bravely, cheerfully, giving 
herself unreservedly to those’ who 
had so tenderly cared for her in for- 
mer years. \Although she, never-fully 
tecovered from the effects of that 
strenuous period, she has been for 
many years a happy and useful mem 
ber o. her son’s household. Her 
ready sympathy and sweet unselfish- 
ness made her a delightful companion 
and a loyal friend. 

During the past eight months she 
has been confined to her bed, most 
tenderly cared for in ther turn, by 
those. she held most dear. Hopeful,

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


Round-About Paper 


When our Scotch friend, “Andra” 
Carnegie, received a visit from an 
official who handed him a summons 
to appear before his betters, Mr. Car- 
negie was hospitable and asked the 
gentleman to have breakfast, and 
said that he would get a “bowl of 
porridge.” Notice ‘Mr. Carnegie did 
not say a plate of porridge nor a 
dish of oatmeal, just a bowl of por- 
ridge. How few people of this 
country have really tasted “the hale- 
some parritch, chief 0’ Scotia’s food.” 
We have neither the oatmeal of the 
right quality, nor have we the knack 
or patience to make Carnegie’s por- 
ridge. Although not going so far as 
Dr. Wylie of pure food fame, who 
sags that we are the worst cooks in 
this world; or confirming a “Mrs. 
Williams’” remark that we don’t 
know good cooking when we get 
food properly cooked, I am _ con- 
vinced that only a Scotch woman 
can make porridge. 

Let me try to describe the process. 
A pot with a round bottom, of rather 
thick metal (not tin) is required. The 
right quantity of water and the right 
quantity of salt put in it; when the 
water 1s just at the boiling point 
begin to put in the oatmeal with the 
left hand, not throwing it in in 
handfuls but manipulating the fin- 


| gers so as to, as it were, sprinkle the 


meal into the pot. While the left 
hand is thus employed, the right 
hand is busy, in which is held the 
wooden “theeval,” a round piece of 
hardwood, just as if you cut a base- 
ball bat in two and used the small 
end. With this stick or theeval you 
keep stirring so as to keep the water 
moving. The proper quantity of oat- 
meal, neither more nor less, is put in 
and the boiling process goes on for 
at least twenty minutes, and _ the 
gradually thickening mess is stirred 
constantly all that time. Let the pot 
then rest near the fire for five min- 
utes, then put the porridge into Car- 
negie’s bowls, and there you are. 
The reason a deep bowl is best is 
because if spread on a plate the 
aroma evaporates too quickly; that’s 
what makes oatmeal mush taste bet- 
ter when put in a bowl. Why the 
pot should be rounded where it 
comes in contact with the fire is that 
this round shape, with the constant 
stirring, prevents burning ‘the con- 
tents. To finish this oatmeal busi- 


ness, eat it with really good milk or 


sweet cream if you can afford it; but 
put the milk in another bowl and as 
you take a half spoonful of the por- 
ridge, dip it into the milk and you 
have food fit for the gods. The very 
spoon used has a deal to do with the 
porridge epicure. A pewter spoon 
is an abomination: a silver spoon or 
a gold spoon is not so good for sup- 
ping porridge with as an old- 
fashioned horn spoon.

New York, Nov. 23.—Criticisms 
and remedial recommendations, rang- 
ing from mild to radical, were listened 
to by the interstate commerce com- 
mission at the opening here of a 
series of hearings to be held through- 
out the country in investigation of the 
express business.

DESERVING MOTHERS 


State Law Allows $5 to $10 
a Month For Each Child 


Chicago, Nov. 21.—The new state 
law pensioning deserving poor moth- 
ers with families has become operat- 
ive. Forty widows, most of them the 
sole support of many children, re- 
ceived checks for amounts ranging 
from $18 to $120. This distribution of 
money brought happiness to many 
hearts from which it stands off hun- 
ger and cold.
